dead mammal or bird when left near an 
anthill will ultimately bo found picked 
clean of flesh. Tho ants aro clever and 
do their wrtk quickly. Tt has been late- 
ly demonstrated that they can bo mado 
useful in the direction of skeletonizing 
specimens. Professor Barnard, so says 
Popular Science New?, lias been cm 
ploying ants as hie servants. 


While in Florida ho had a. fox squir- 


rel thus skeletonized in a single day 
The only agents employed -were ants. 
His method of procedure is to kill bin 
specimen, bind it with wiro in the po- 
sition in which ho wishes tho skeleton 
to remain and then place it near a group 
of ant hills. Tho voracious ants do the 
rest. 


The operation requires careful watch- 


ing, lest tho entomological dissector* 
should not bn content with simply do 
vouring tho flesh, but should attack the 
cartilage that holds tho bones together 
At precisely the right moment tho pro- 
fessor removes tho specimen from the 
neighborhood of tho anthills and ap- 
pliob u preservative and hardening chem- 
ical to the cartilage. 


Tossing a Coin. 


Speaking of the late Lewis Carroll, 


Lionel Tollemacho says: "Tho follow- 
ing specimen was propounded by him 
in my presence: Suppose that I toss up 
a coin on tho condition that if I throw 
heads once I am to receive one penny, if 
twice in succession twopence, if thrice 
fourpence, and so on, doubling for each 
successive tosp, what is tho value of my 
prospects? The amazing reply is that it 
amounts to infinity, for, as the profit 
attached to each successful toss increases 
iu exact proportion as the chance of 
success diminishes, tho value, so to say, 
of each toss will bo identical, being, in 
fact, one-half penny, so that tho value 
of an infinite number of tosses is an in- 
finite number of halfpence. 


"Yet, in fact, would any one give me 


sixpence for my prospect? This, con- 
cluded Dodgson, shows how far our con- 
duct is from being determined by logic. 


"Tho only comment that I will offer 


on this astounding paradox ia that in 
order to bring out his result wo must 
suppose a somewhat monotonous eter- 
nity to be consumed in tho tossing proc- 
ess. "—Exchange. 


It Im a Kindly nnd Human Custom In 


Intention. 


The old Irish custom of "waking" 


the dead has given rise to much misrep- 
resentation of tho Irish character, and 
pet iu its intention it is a kindly and 
tinman cnstoui. To those who do not 
Understand the Irish-nature, or the im- 
pulses which move it, the drinking, 
smoking and conversation which take 
place at "wakes" appear isicoir^r'vius 
and repulsive. To the Irish people, ou 
the other hand, there is somcthiu;; very 
cold, unfeeling and repellent i:: t':e 
Euglish custom of leaviug tho corpse 
shut up in a room, all alone, desert.-d, 
as it were, by the family. In Ireland 
we keep close company with our dsAd 
to the very last moment. 


Waking" means "watching." We 


watch affectionately by the body of a 
dead relative or friend until tho time 
arrives to depart for the buiiul ground. 
The bodyais laid on tho bed, covered 
with a white sheet, leaving exposed the 
head and the hands crossed reverently 
on the breast. The walls about the bed 
are covered with sheets, ou which aro 
often hung branches of flowers and 
laurel leaves. 
Seven lighted candles 


stand ou a «»iblo near the bed. The room 
is frequently sprinkled with holy water 
to keep off the evil spirits who may be 
hovering around, and on tho corpse is a 
large plate of salt, which is believed to 
be hygienically efficacious 
for 
thu 


watchers. 


The Irish people are gregarious in 


their instincts. They never like to Lu 
alone, and this feeling for companion- 
ship is strongest when death has visit- 
ed them closely. A family deprived of 
a member by death seeks consolation 
from the neighbors, and the neighbors, 
ever quick in sympathy, in joy or in 
sorrow, crowd in to cheer up tho spirits 
of the 
bereaved, to distract 
their 


thoughts from their sad loss. First en- 
tering the room where tho corpse lith 
they kneel and eay a prayer. But tho 
manifestation of smrow is confined to 
tho chamber of death. Outside, in tho 
wide kitchen, tho neighbors a&semble, 
and siiulT, pipes aud tobacco, whisky 
and stout aro supplied to them. 


There aro "wakes" at which stories 


are told, forfeit.s aro played and a lit- 
tlo drollery indulged in, but, as a rule, 
whilo overy oilort IB mado by the watch- 
era to blunt tho edge of borrow, perfect 
decorum ia preserved, aud not an un- 
seemly word JH hpoken. 1 have been at 
many "wakes," aud certainly I have 
never heard a song knng, though it is 
often said—of coursx1 by those who do 
not know—that hinging id a common 
practice at thes'e awmhlioK. Moreover, 
there is a motive—founded upon .super- 
stition, it ih true—for cheeking the 
manifestations of grief m the presence 
of the dead. In somo parts of Ireland it 
is believed that tho huul of a departed 
person is mado restless by tho tears and 
regrets of (surviving friends and rela- 
tives, and that, unablo tu get to heaven, 
it hovers about, tho earth until tho sor- 
row for its departure is appeased. 
Mourners may, therefore, bo s>ucn at 
"wakes" struggling to repress their 
sohs and tears. "Don't bu cry in that 
way, asthoro, or you'll keep him from 
his rest," was a remons'trauco I heard 
kindly addreh.sed to a young widow 
who was weeping bitterly over tho re- 
mains of bur husband.—London Tele- 
graph.

Ycnr on Ilccord. 


Tbo year B. C. 40, by order of Julius 


Cajsar, tho then reigning Roman em- 
peror, contained 446 days. To clear 
Away all the confusion which bad pre- 
viously existed in reconciling tho lunar 
with tho solar year, Caesar, with the 
help of Sosigeucs, an Alexandrian as- 
tronomer, nutiurtml: a thorough reform 
of tho calendar. Ho effected it by mak- 
ing the year now culled 40 B. C., "the 
year of confusion," consist of -145 dijys, 
und tho succeeding years of 3G3 days, 
with the exception of every fourth year, 
which was to consist of 306. 
This 


method is called the Julian calendar. 


The number of days in the mouths 


from January to December before Cie- 
sar's time had been respectively 2<>, 28, 
31, 39, 31, 29, 31, ,39, 29, 31, 20, 29 
These numbers Otesar chaugod to !51 
and 30 alternately, with tho exception 
of February, which was to' have 29 in 
ordinary years and 30 in leap years. 
lu honor of himself ho changed to July 
tho name of the month that followed 
Juno. The Pontiffs in applying tho Ju- 
lian calendar went wrong by inserting 
leap year every throe years instead of 
every four years, and this continued 
till the year now called 8 B. C., wheu 
tho Emperor Augustus ordained there 
should bo no leap year for twelve years, 
which made leap year occur iu 4 A. D. 
At the same time Augustus gave his 
own uame to the mouth following July, 
adding one .day to it, which ho took 
away from .February. 


'A Miscellaneous Collection. 


There is nothing particularly enter- 


taining about passing tho plate or coi- 
lecting box through it congregation at 
tho best, but tho monotony of merely 
dropping in coins is varied in quite a 
lively way in India, it suems, from an 
account given in The Indian Witness of 
a meeting at Kapgunj. Tho writer says.

Sundry 
things flowed in, us eggs, sweets, spices, 
hooks, a lotah, bread and a largo pilo of 
wood. Two men, apparently brickmuk- 
ers, reported COO bricks contributed. 
Cash jiuglod down and cowries rattled. 
Rupees 03 13-U were counted up, and 
there were several bits of promissory 
scrip, which tho braoo of chicks went 
flying as they fluttered about.'
